GOOD SEED FOR THIS YEAR 


By C. A. WEIR, Distirct Super- 
visor, Plant Products Division, Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture. 

There are three factors that gov- 
ern the desirability of any stock of 
seed, These are, its purity as to vari- 
‘ty, its freedom from weed seed in- 
festation and its ability to grow and 
produce healthy vigorous plants in 
the field. ‘While the first two points 
mentioned are  higt.ly important in 
this and every year, the third point 
@ssumes greater importance than 
usual this year, 

This season the germinating ability 
of seed stocks is more uncertain than 
has usually been the case. Several 
types of damage have occurred. Much 
seed suffered frost damage and great 
quantities of crop were cut when im- 
mature and because of weather con- 
ditions never did ‘ave an opportun- 
ity to dry and “after ripen” thorough- 
ly. Most of such material was 
threshed with a high moisture con- 
tent and has been stored in such a 
manner that it has had no opportunity 
to dry. 

Before it is ready to germinate 
rapidly and _ strongly seed should 
fhave dried in the field for a period so 
that the “after ripening” process is 
complete. If threshed in the fall 
after a warm dry period and other- 
wise undamaged it will usually germ- 
inate satisfactorily. This season 
much seed has also suffered frem 
frost damage. This will also lower 
the germination, If the frost dainage 
was severe it may have destroyed the 
germination completely. 

Tougt: or damp grain usually will 
not germinate satisfactorily until it 
has been dried in fairly warm tem- 

* perature, 

Some helpful measures may be tak- 
en by the grower to improve the con- 
dition of tough seed prior to planting, 
Not enough is known about artifical 
drying of seed to make recommenda- 
tions except .to say that if such a 
method is followed the seed should 
be dried slowly, at temperatures not 
much above those of a hot summer's 
day. ° 

ovement of the seed will help to 
some extent. To shovel it over on a 
mild day, and to spread it moderately 
thinly in a dry granary will help re- 
duce the moisture content and likely 
help to break the dormancy that 
damp or tough seed has, 

Seed that is very damp, or that 
has been heavily frozen will probably 
not be satisfactory at all. If planted 


it is unlikely to produce a good field 
stand, 


The logical proceedure {s to test 
each lot of seed for germination, 
and if the results are below 75 per 
cent to endeavor to secure a better 
lack,

the cookery world, and now atten- 
tion might be interestingly directed to 
another edible paste, perhaps not 
often referred to as such, since this 
family of pastes is best known by the 
individual names given its members— 
macaroni, spaghetti, noodles, and 
vermicelli. Granted, it may be dif-, 
ficult to think of these hard, dry foods 
as pastes, and it might be better if 
they were called dried or dehydrated 
pastes, which more accurately de- 
scribes them. 

Although there is some difference 
of opinion as to their country of or- 
igin, these dried pastes have been as- 
sociated with Italy for a very long 
time, and are still one of the staple 
foods of that country. The art of 
making pastes spread to many lands 
where wheat and water were available 
in abundance and so it is natural to 
find that these foods are being made 
in Canada. Here, in short, is how 
they are made, Wheat, such as Dur- 
um which is rich in the gluten needed 
to maintain the shape of the paste, {s 
milled into granular meal known as 
semolina or middlings. This meal, 
moistened witli a small portion of 
boiling water, is thoroughly mixed 
in a kneeding machine into a stiff 
paste or dough. The dough then 
goes into a large steam-jaketed cylin- 
der fitted with a plunger and, under 
great pressure, the paste is forced 
put of the bottom of the cylinder 

through small holes of various sizes 
and shapes. A steel pin in the centre 
of eacii hole gives macaroni its hollow 
or tubular. form, Shaphetti emerges 
from small holes, and vermicelli from 
very small holes both with hollows. 
Flat openings give ribbon like 
noodles,, while macaroni shells, and 
bow knots are squeezed out of the 
sylinder through holes of these fancy 
shapes. The next step is to retain 
the shape of the paste as it comes 
from the sylinder, and this js done by 
thorough drying. In hot countries 
like Italy this is accomplished in a 
very natural way, out of doors by the 
heat of the sun; but in this country 
the drying must be done in heated 
rooms in the factory. When thorough- 
|ly dried the pastes are ready for 
; Packaging or for marketing in bulk.

MOST CANADIANS ARE AWARE that the population has increased 
greatly through immigration in the years since the war, Actually more 
than 500,000 immigrants have come to Canada since 1946. Of these, 193,- 
775 were from the United Kingdom, 108,000 from Northern Europe, nearly 
50,000 from the United States and 208,246 from other countries. It has 
recently been announced that in the first eleven months of 1951, 174,000 
immigrants arrived in Canada from other countries. This was the largest 
number to come in any one year since 1913 when there was a record total 
of 400,000 immigrants. It was expected that in 1951 the number would 
reach about 150,000, but that figure was exceeded, and a further 20,000 
residents of Great Britain were awaiting passage to Canada at the end 


of the year.

Grain Drying 
Crews May 
Enter Canada 


OTTAWA.—U.S. grain drying 
crews may bring their equip- 
ment into Canada duty free un- 
til June 30, 1952. National rev- 
enue department officials said. 

An order has gone out from the 
department to customs officials at 
ports of entry in western Canada an- 
nouncing that because of the damp 
grain situation on the prairies, dry- 
ing equipment and crews would be 
allowed to enter Canada under tem- 
porary admission orders, without a 
deposit or bond, 

Department officials also indicated 
that any farmers who brought com- 
mercial grain .dryers into Canada 
earlier this winter under the govern- 
ments pro-rata duty plan, will now 
be eligible to have any duty they 
paid, remitted, 

Last Nov. 21, Hon. J. McCann, rev- 
enue minister, outlined a plan in the 
commons, whereby commercial dry- 
ers could be brought in by individual 
farmers on a six-month temporary 
basis, by paying one-sixtieth of the 
duty ordinarily payable, for each 
month the dryer remained in Canada, 
Minimum payment was $25 in each 
case, and the understanding was that 
the dryers were being leased or rent-- 
ed, not purchased outright. 

It was learned that the cabinet 
later changed its views about this, 
and because of the seriousness of the 
situation are now prepared to con- 
sider remitting any duty which may 
have been paid by any farmer under 
the above plan. The revenue depart- 
ment has no record of how many | 
dryers were brought in under the 
pro-rata duty scheme.

Is Your Seed Free of Smut? 

During the winter of 1950-51, 
the Line Elevators Farm Service 
tested 20,473 farmers’ sced samples 
of wheat, oats and barley for the 
presence of surface-borne smut. A 
summary of the results is presented 
here. 

Smut Situation Serious. Out of 
a total of 11,993 wheat samples 
tested, 46% was found to be con- 
taminated with = stinking smut 
(bunt), with 1% of the samples 
actually containing smut balls, Smut 
spores (eggs) were found to he 
present on no less than 74% of- the 
5,331 oat samples tested. Of these, 
6% was carrying smut balls. The 
results with 3,149 farm samples of 
barley seed showed that 89% of 
them was contaminated with sur- 
face-borne smut. And, believe it or 
not, smut balls or pieces of smut 
balls were actually found in 24% 
of the barley samples. ® 

So far this winter we have tested 
over 7,000 farmers’ seed - grain 
samples for smut. And here is the 
picture. Over 40% of the farm 
seed stocks of wheat and more than 
80% of those of barley and oats 
from the 1951 crop was found to 

contaminated with smut. 

More Treatment Needed. What 
does this serious smut situation 
mean? It simply means that many 
farmers are cither not treating 
properly, or not treating their seed- 
grain at all for smut control. This 
neglect, is costing Western Canada 
hundreds of thousands of dollare 
annually, This is a needless lesa, 
Tt san be areventad,. :
